To Force a Battle with Gen. Maceo, and 


Hasten to the Relief of Beleaguered 


Towns,apd Find All the Fight- 


ing They Want. 


HAVANA, Feb. 8, Tia Key West, Fla,, 


Feb. '10.—The fighting in Pinar prov- 
ince in the last few days has been the 
most severe since the beginning of the 
war. 
The condition to which the 


.Spanish forces in the west are deduced 
has led Gen. Marin to abandon the at- 
tempt to force a battle with Gomez, 
delay his return- to Havana and go to 
the relief of the beleaguered towns. 


Maceo's forces include the bands of 


Miro, Sotomayor, Ttelgado, Zayas and 
Bermudez. 
The official government 


report gives them a strength of 600, 
probably much greater. The combined 
forces fought a pitched oattle with 
Gen. 
Luque at Paso Heal Monday. 


The latter reported that the rebels 
formed in line of battle and charged the 
Spanish lines with great valor. Luque 
claimed a complete victory and asked 
for the San Fernando cross, having re- 
mained in command' though shot 
through the leg. After the fight />uque 
withdrew his force to the capital of 
the province. 
' 


Wednesday the same parties of reb- 


els besieged Candelaria, a railroad 
town near the Havana province bord- 
er. They had apparently recovered 
•from the battle with Luque. The vol- 
unteers and a small detachment made 
a heroic defense of Candelaria for 26 
hours. Marin, who was about leaving 
Artmisia for Havana, ordered Canella 
to the relief of Candeleria and to at- 
tack Maceo. He took all the available 
forces and proceeded in parson to sup- 
port Candella. The latter made a re- 
markable march, reached Candelaria 
and found insurgents swarming in the 
t«wns in that vicinity. 


The garrison held out, though many 


fell. The troops of the Simanciaand 
Zamoria battalions attacked the be- 
siegers, and the fight continued two 
hours. The insurgents made several 
machette charges against the Spanish 
troops. 
The latter used artillery. 


The losses were heavy on both sides. 
The troops finally entered Candelaria 
Thursday 
night. 
The 
insurgents 


moved west to San Cristobal. Mann's 
column arrived at Canddariu, and 
Canella followed Maceo. 


Another battle is expected. 
It is 


impossible to learn the losses at Can- 
delaria accurately. 
The government 


says 26 dead insurgents were found on 
the field of battle and 19 more were 
found afterwards. 
Their own losses 


are given as five dead and 48 wounded. 
The American correspondent Manning 
remains pending the result of the ac- 
tion of the state department at Wash- 
ington against his summary expulsion. 


The government reports Jose Maceo 


wounded in the leg in Santiago prov- 
ince, 
and also 
Bermudez 
killed. 


Neither report is confirmed. 


The exodus of Cubans continues and 


arrests of suspects are increasing in 
number.

WASHIKOTOH, Feb. la— Although th« 


present/congress has been in session 
for more than two months, without 
the customary holiday recess, the sen- 
ate will only this week get down to 
the actual business of the session, and 
begin the consideration of the appro- 
priation bills. 


Mr. Hansbrough's seed resolution is 


the unfinished business, and he ex- 
pects to have a hearing upon it within 
a few days, although the understand- 
ing is that it is to be laid aside tem- 
porarily whenever appropriation bills 
are ready to be considered. 


Mr. Quay's amended resolution to re- 


commit the tariff bill to the senate 
which was laid over until to-day, will 
come up early. Mr. Qo»y says that 
while the vote will be close, he believes 
it has an even chance of passing. The 
populists, however, at their recent 
conference, decided to vote against re- 
coiniu.tment, and if thay do so, to- 
gether with the entire democratic vote, 
the resolution will not prevail. 


Mr. Smith, of New Jersey, will ad- 


dresh the senate to-day on the Monroe 
resolutions, now pending. It is be- 
lieved that he will take ground be- 
tween the ultraoonservatism of his 
colleague, Mr. Sewell, and the radical- 
ism of Mr. Davis, of Minnesota. The 
fact that Mr. Smith has conferred with 
the president on this subject, and his 
speech, to a certain extent, is believed 
to reflect the views of the chief execu- 
tive, will give it interest.

The silver advocates con- 
cede that the republican vote in favor 
of the substitute will not beas large as 
was that given against the passage of 
the bond bill last December. It is va- 
riously estimated by them at from 25 
to 40. 


After the financial matter has been 


disposed of, appropriation bills will 
again come to the front. There are 
two of these — the agricultural and 
military bills— now on the calendar, 
and the Indian bill is ready for report 
to the house.

decided sensation in the house yester- 
day. 
Mr. Towne. (rep., Minn.), a new 


member, favoring, in the absence of 
any other proportion looking to the 
extended use of bilver, the senate free- 
coinage substitute for the bond bill 
panseii by the,.house, spoko for nearly 
two hours, and held- the undivided', in- 
terested attention of the house. He 
manifested an acquaintance with the 
subject of free coinage and the col- 
lateral one of the effect of the de- 
monetization of salver upon prices and 
values that has seldom been brought 
into the discussion, afid an eloquence 
which enabled him to present even ta- 
bles of figures in an attractive way. 
When he concluded an ovation was 
given him that has not been equaled 
for a long time in the house. 


Mr. Groavenor (rep., O.) departed 


from the beaten path of oratory upon 
the financial question, and made a gen- 
eral political speech, declaring that, 
whether the presidential election were 
determined by the voters ut the polls 
or by the house of representatives un- 
der the constitution, ihe result would 
be the choice of the republican conven- 
tion and that the silver senators who 
had asserted that unless "something 
was don^for silver, there would be no 
republican party," represented not the 
party but a faction only. 


Other speeches were made daring 


the day (including the last session of 
the parlimentary day of Friday, begin- 
ning at 10:JO o'clock) by Messrs. Corliss 
(rep.,. Mich.), 
Boatner (dem., Ia»),
